The increasing frontier Incidents and threats from Moscow and her SateUltes 
provocations, leads Belgrade to regard seriously the 
armed attack. However, it is generally believed that the 
USSR desires a reassurance of Satellite reliability prior to the launching 
of an atteck. Belgrade believes that the USTiR is not presently convinced 
of such Satellite reliability* 
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
